DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, 4-10, 12-18, and 20-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner agrees 
with the applicant that the combination of limitations is novel and non-obvious. 

3. The claims are drawn to a personalized web page, customizable by a user, wherein a user 
may tie together the information between two portlets so that a section of a web portal reflects 
both information, and so that actions towards one portlet may modify the other portlet. 

4. Of the customizable portals known in the art, none teach or suggest the particular 
combination. The claims are novel and non-obvious. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
